If we 
continue to delegate the job of mak­ 
ing the laws to the rank and file of 
the voters, the time will come when 
we don't need any more legislators. 
Palm Springs became a little 
“het up” over the the supervis­ 
orial contest this week and a 
committee of a half hundred 
local Dillon supporters looked 
into the supervisor's record and 
issued a statement which is pub­ 
lished in a full page advertise­ 
ment on page three of this is­ 
sue. The record pros es that Dil­ 
lon has been a good friend of 
Palm Springs, which emphasis­ 
es this column’t previous con­ 
tention that a good official 
should be kept on the job. W e 
advise the readers of this news­ 
paper to read every word of it, 
for the statement is backed up 
by 50 honorable and trustwor­ 
thy citizens who have attached 
their names. Our vore is for 
Bob Dillon. 
At the eleventh hour two local 
men have announced they propose 
to be write-in candidates for the of­ 
fice of Justice-of-the-Peace. The av­ 
erage voter resents an unwarranted 
write-in campaign, which proved to 
be the case in the incorporation elec­ 
tion when the one write-in candi­ 
date w ho even received newspaper 
support and had plenty of cards and 
literature, received only four votes. 
It would be a crying shame it even 
a sizeable number of votes should be 
cast against the candidate, Judge 
Albert R. Hoffman, who filed in the 
regular manner. To split the offices 
of city judge and justice-of-the-peace 
would double the expense to the tax­ 
payers. As city magistrate, Judge 
Hoffman is now serving for one dol­ 
lar a month (practically nothing) 
It was expected he would be elected 
justice and would then draw his sal­ 
ary for that office from the county. 
Naturally, if another should be elect­ 
ed justice, the city would have to 
pay its judge, and each court would 
have to provide its own court room. 
In practically every other city of this 
size one man holds both jobs, and 
certainly he should here. Further­ 
more, Judge Hoffman is a disting­ 
uished lawyer, who stood high in the 
legal profession of Cincinnati. 
In 
first-class townships it is required 
by law that the justice-of-the-peace 
must be a lawyer, and although this 
is classed as a fourth-class township, 
the great amount of highly technical 
legal business to be transacted in the 
local justice court demands that the 
judge should also be a lawyer. Any 
one having less qualifications would 
be an endless expense to the county 
because of the number of cases that 
would probably be appealed to a 
higher court. In the interests of a 
square deal to Palm Springs, the vot­ 
ers should stamp an X after Albert 
R. Hoffman's name, even if his is 
the only one on the ballot. Thus 
a write-in victory may be averted. 
It appears that Merriam and 
Olson will be the nominees of 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties, respectively, although 
we prefer not to be quoted that 
we predicted an Olson victory 
at the primary election. For the 
Senate, we are praying for 
Bancroft or Riley. “My Friend 
Mac” having the President’s 
blessing, will probably get the 
Democratic nomination. A great 
deal of interest is manifest in 
the contest for the State Board 
of Equalization. It would not 
be unexpected if Bonclli should 
win in the primary. So much 
for the state offices. 
Locally the most interest is shown 
in the county offices. Sometimes it 
is difficult for the voter to choose, 
for he may have two friends run­ 
ning for the same office. If one of

California Electric that it was ready ^ 
to deliver w ater from the top of Bould­ 
er Dam to the giant 55,000 horse­ 
power generator in the Nev-Cal power 
house. 
A few m inutes later H. O. W atts. 
Nev-Cal’s chief operator a t the dam. 
threw a control sw itch and sent tlie 
first Boulder Dam power surging into 
Coachella Valley. 
The local power concern generates 
its own pow er at the dam. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent sells falling w ater for the 
million dollar Nev-Cal generator. 


In charge of pow er generation a t 
the dam is H. O. W atts, who is well 
known in Coachella Valley. 
He has 
been in charge of much construction 
work for the Nev-Cal here. 
W hile th e Nev-Cal line has been 
used to bring Boulder Dam power to 
the V alley for only one year, it was 
built in 1931 to supply pow er for con­ 
struction of the gigantic Boulder Can­ 
yon project.

of steel construction, and operates at

O n A pril 17, 1937, the Associated Press and the U nited 


Press, both of w hich furnish news to the Press and Enterprise, 


ient out an interview with A ttorney General W ebb, w hich was 


printed in newspapers throughout California, and because it 


referred especially to Riverside county, was used as a front page 


story in the Press. 
T he Associated Press story quoted W eb b as 


follows: 
"A t present Riverside and Santa Clara counties are next to 


Los Angeles in variety and extent of gambling. 
O f the 58 


counties of California. 51 are practically clean of organized 


gambling. 
Present state laws are 
rigid enough, if they are 


enforced. 
Gam bling devices which offer a pay-off are illegal. 


Their operation must be stopped. 


“ Los Angeles is a lush pasture for every form of crooked 


gambling, and is a mecca of eastern big-time gamblers. 
Los 


Angeles county is a hot bed of gambling in all its forms, and is 


the worst spot in the state. 
Riverside is another county that 


hasn't cleaned up gambling, and Santa Clara is another. 


“This is no penny ante problem, for the pin, m arble and 


other gambling machine ‘take’ exceeds S30,000,000 in the state. 


So-called pin and marble games, which pay off in money, are 


illegal under state law, regardless of any municipal licensing 


provisions. 
W e intend to prosecute on this basis, regardless of 


previous local laxity. 


"I am especially determ ined to drive out these slot machines 


and marble games. 
T hey are under the public nose and many 


of those who play them as 'suckers’ are the persons who can ill 


afford to lose the money. T h ey become a disease and I’m going 


to see that law enforcement officers cure that disease and cure it 


perm anently. 


"In San Francisco, receipts o f the games reach as high as 


8500.000 per week 
These games are going to be closed as long 


as I have anything to do w ith law enforcement. 
This is going 


to be a perm anent cleanup and not only gambling, but other 


existing vices must be knocked out.” 


In N ovem ber, 1937, mem bers of the Riverside county grand 


lury, then in session, conferred w ith the A ttorney General, and 


in response to a direct question by A. A. Piddington, editor of 


this new spaper, W ebb denied that he had made the above state­ 


ments. 
His denial was made in the presence of other members 


of the grand jury committee, consisting of W . R. G raham , Lloyd 


Folsom and M rs. Daisy W ing. 


A n editorial telling of his denial of th e previous statem ents 


appeared in the Press of N ovem ber 10 and the Enterprise of 


N ovem ber 11, 19.37. 


E ditor piddington makes the following statem ent: 


“ D uring the early part of Novem ber, 1937, W . R. G raham , 


foreman of the grand jury, and his grand jury committee, com­ 


posed of Llovd Folsom of Riverside. A. A. Piddington, editor of 


the Riv erside Daily Press, and M rs. Daisy W ing of the city of 


B anning, met in conference in Los Angeles with A ttorney G en­ 


eral W ebb. 
This conference was arranged upon the request of 


ihose meeting with the A ttorney General. 


"A t this conference the A ttorney General was inform ed 


of a news story appearing in the Riverside Daily Press during 


the m onth of A pril, 1937, w hich purported to quote the A tto r­ 


ney G eneral on m atters relating to gambling conditions in Riv­ 


erside county 
T he A ttorney G eneral at that tim e and in the 


presence of those mentioned, stated to Editor Piddington that 


any such story was false and untrue and that he had never made 


such statem ents as rhe news story represents. 


“Following this conference I returned to Riverside and 


wrote an editorial which appeared in the Riverside Daily Press 


under date of N ovem ber 9, 1937, retracting the news story. 


This I did because the A ttorney General had personally advised 


me th at such news story did not state the facts and was not tru e.” 


Recently, there has heyn considerable argum ent betw een 


various candidates for the offices o f District A ttorney and Sheriff 


as to w h eth er or not the statem ent was made by the A ttorney 


G eneral. 
W e trust that the above statem ent will d e a r up the 


argum ent, as much as possible, in the light of the conflicting 


statem ents made by the A ttorney General to the tw o press ser­ 


vices and the local grand jury committee.
